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The Legend of Leman's Hollow 
From Fayetteville Observer March 27, 1879 


On the high ridge that separates the waters of Gimlet and West 
Mulberry creeks, a little to the north of the road crossing the ridge 
that runs from Booneville to Oak Hill, stands a beech tree with the 
following inscription, 'James Porterfield, aged 27 years, July 203 
1807.' This inscription was cut seventy-two years ago; that was be- 
fore Tennessee was organized into a State...(sic) 

..,dames Porterfield is the first man to leave the mark of civil- 
ization in this section, Boone made his mark one hundred and nine- 
teen years ago.- Porterfield, seventy-two, Daniel Boone was alone 
when he cut his inscription - Porterfield had two companions, They 
had left the Nashville settlement three days before, came py the black 
fox spring and Indian trading post, where the city of Murfreesboro 
now stands; when they arrived at this place they took an Indian trail 
called Hannah's, it being the trail of a noted chief of that name, 
crossed Duck river in the neighborhood of the village of Farmington, 
came on to Elk Ridge to the gap called Hanah's until this day; here 
the trail divided going in several directions, the Western ran along 
the main Ridge to Mussle Shoals on the Tennessee river, the East ran 
along the main Ridge to the prairies now known as Tullahoma, There 
were several trails going South from the main Ridge; our party took 
the trail that run down the point near where Ilr, NcNeal lives; and 
where or near iiulberry village now stands were several trails, 
crossed Elk river at the mouth of Mulberry creek and went over into 
the great hunting grounds, the prairies, what are now known as the 
barrens. In that day that country was one vast prairie. Porterfield 
and companions were wearied and hungry, they were without provisions; 
as they expected to meet with some friendly hunter or settler they had 
started without one day's rations; while meditating and admiring the 
glory of the Western sky at sunset they saw a smoke curling above the 
tree tops in the valley below. They exclaimed “Vater and a hunter's 
fire!" They commenced winding their way through the tall came in 
the direction of the smoke, dust above where Henry Dunn now lives, 
they met a large wolf and shot it. It was now growing dusk, the re- 
verberations of the report of the sun were so powerful that it alarm- 
ed them, they imagined that they had been fired_upon by some skulking 
Indian. However, they worked their way on until they came in sight 
of Leman's lonely cabin or shanty; it was a rude structure, for Leman 
had no assistance in buildine it save what his wife could do. 

The talking an¢. noise the three made in struggling through the -:~ 
cane attracted the acute watchfulness of Leman's dogs. Leman at the 
sharp bark of his dogs picked up his gun which was leaning against a 
stump near by, examined the priming and hissed his dogs, suspecting 
an attack from Indians as they had just the moon before captured two 
young hunters named Skidmore and Yates and carried them off prisoners. 
They afterward made their escape and settled in Bedford county. Skid- 
more settled on Flat creek and about fifty years ago left there and 
went to Texas and was living three years ago, Yates lived and died 
on Sugar creek, where Kin Pibus now lives, and was well-known to all 
the older citizens of this country as a minister of the old Baptist 
Church, more noted for his many eccentricities than any sreat talent. 

The Indians had become jealous of the encroachment of the whites 
upon their hunting grounds and gave the whites much trouble up to 1809 
the last battle fought with the Indians in the cedars near where the 
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Village of Farmington now stands, in Marshall County. There are 
many descendants of the company of whites that fought that battle; 
the O'Neals, of Bedford and Marshall, are the descendants of two 
brothers of that name that were in the fight; there are many others 
whose names I have forgotten. 

The Indians claimed all this country as their hunting ground. 
Leman was a trespasser, as he knew, upon what the Indians considered 
their rights, and that made him quite sensitive to any excitement 
after the sun had set. Porterfield, hearing him encourage his dogs, 
spoke in the English language. Leman's wife had all this been en- 
gaged in beating corn into meal _in the cavity of a stump in front 
of the cabin, At the sound of Porterfield's voice she dropped her 
pestle and exclaimed, "Friends from the settlements!" and ran to meet 
them, Leman stopped his dogs and with gun in hand advanced to meet 
them more cautiously than his wife. 

-But they were regarded as friends and invited to the hospital- 
ities of Leman's home. His wife resumed her labors at her stump 
mill, while Leman entertained his friends upon a log, the trunk of 
the tree taken from the stump where Mrs. Leman was at her labor of 
love. This log served the purposes of table, chairs and kitchen for 
Leman's household. After she had enough meal beat she made it into 
a dough, spread it out on a smooth board and paked. it before the 
fire; the board was called a johnny-board, the bread was called a 
johnny-cage, While the bread was baking she fried her venison steak 
in bear's grease in place of lard, which is said to be a fine sub- 
stitute. After a sumptuous repast, a night of sound sleep and hearty 
breakfast next morning, Porterfield left his two companions with 
Leman and went on his way alone. Near where Fayetteville now stands 
he fell in company with Davy Crockett and a number of men in pur- 
suit of a party of Indians that had stolen a lot of horses from the 
settlements. Porterfield and Crockett were together for some time. 

The two young men spent their time in hunting. In the month of 
October their dogs struck trail of a bear, about where the house of 
Henry Dunn now stands, and run up the hollow north of his house. 

The two young men were pressing their way through the tall cane 

when the foremost man's sun went off and killed his brother behind 
him, He picked up his dead brother's gun and went on and killed the 
bear before he cared for. his dead brother, The man that was killed 
was buried down on the 'pike at the grave-yard; that was the first 
white man's grave made in this county. It is strange that everybody 
in this country has forgotten the name of these brothers; put that 

is right, their names should be forgotten, the names of any people 
who have so little humanity in their souls should be lost to succeed=- 
ing generations. lNany people have surmised that the prothers disa- 
greed and the one committed the deed purposely; and they have come to 
that tragedy there were strange sights and sounds to be seen and heard 
in that dark and gloomy hollow. And such evidence as this was con- 
clusive to the early settlers of this county, and there are many 

yet living who receive this as incontestible evidence, 

After many years Porterfield came back to Leman's commissioned 
as a surveyor to locate school land that had been given by our mother 
State, North Carolina, to the children of the State of Tennessee for 
the purpose of educating them, This donation was designed to main- 
tain and support public or free schools. Leman and Porterfield were 
glad to meet but separated in sorrow. Leman was now able to give his 
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friend bacon and bread made of meal ground in a mill on Stone's river 
near Murfreesboro. The people of this county had to go from fifty 

to seventy-five miles to mill. In that day there was no wheat raised 
here, as there were no mills to grind wheat. ’

We said our two friends separated in sorrow. Porterfield, as 
you know was a surveyor, and he found that his old friend had set-~ 
tled on a section that by number was school section, and Leman 
lost his home, If these two men ever met again I am not informed 
of it. I am not informed as to when or where Porterfield died, 

I am not informed as to his descendants; I think he was related to 
the Fulton family of Lincoln County. There is a Porterfield connect-— 
ed with a National Bank at Nashville; I can't say that he is a 
descendant, but I am convinced that they are related. 

Some years after this the people built a school-house on the 
spot where Leman had made his first settlement; it was built of 
hewed logs and covered with shingles ard was called the shingle top- 
ped, or Leman's school-house in honor of the 01d pioneer. The school- 
house is now gone. When the commissioners laid off Moore County 
they made the South-west corner as near where the stump stood that 
Leman's wife beat her. meal upon as could be ascertained, And it 
is now called Leman's corner in honor of the fidelity and industry 
of our pioneer mothers. 

Leman was a considerable man, he was called Doctor; he was a 
seventh son. He performed many strange and wonderful things. . Good 
mothers of that day took their babes to him; he cured thrash by 
breathing into the little one's mouth; he removed wens and cured 
white-swelling or king's evil'as it was called by the laying on of 
hands; he would cure the worst form of tooth-ache by drawing a 1it- 
tle blood from the gum on a stick, take a lock of hair and carry them 
off and hide them and the patient was cured. He kept the witches 
from the neighborhood by nailing an old horse shoe on the door- 
steps. When any of the children were bewitched he would cure them 
by putting a small silver coin around their necks. He cured many 
diseases among men by causing them to carry a buckeye in their left 
pants' pocket. He did many other wonderful things that I have not 
space to mention, but this is enough to convirce the most incredulous 
that he was a wonderful man. 

The people built up a flourishing school for that day, or for 
any day, in numbers; in attendance there were usually from 50 to 
100 pupils. Young ladies and gentlemen attended in great numbers. 
Assistant teachers were unknown; if the teacher was pressed in hear- 
ing his classes he would call to his aid the most advanced scholars 
to hear a few classes. The teachers of that day were generally 
vachelors or widowers. They had no permanent home, but boarded with 
the patrons of the school, The children in studying their lessons 
would spell and read in this style, baker, shaker, horseback, lamp- 
black, sign, signer, signing; and read as follows: A tiger will 
kill and eat a man, Horseback is pleasant exercise. The mastiff is 
a large dog; he will sometimes take down a man and hold him. The 
scholars would meet at the school-house on the morning of the last 
day, fasten the door before school hours, When the teacher would 
come and could not get in the house the pupils would demand a treat; 
if the teacher refused they would take him to the creek and plunge 
him in, They called this turning’ the teacher out. You would be 
astonished at the scholars this school turned out. They made farmers, 
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LAWYERS, DOCTORS AND POETS. I will quote you a few lines from a 
poet of the Gimlet school; 

"Tn the fall of twenty-four 

The coons met at Mansfield's shore, 

The younger ones had not to fear 

But the older one bit off Barg's ear. 

Old Milly Marshall went by guess 

And swore be God they'd killed her Jess. 

Nanny Dunn came weeping round 

And caused the coons to leave the ground."

There was one drawback to the Gimlet school and that was 
the "Legend of Leman's Hollow." The children from this side were 
afraid to be belated in returning from school, in consequence of 
the darkness of the hollow and the many things that had occurred 
after night in that hollow. Many travellers asserted they could 
hear the firing of gums, the growling of bear and the groans of a 
dying man, 

About the year 1856 two young men living on this side of the 
ridge became interested in two young ladies on the west or Gimlet 
side, One of the young men was a hireling, the other was the son of 
the farmer employing the hired man. Those two young gentlemen were 
laboring upon the farm; consequently, they had no time to visit the 
young ladies in daytime, and as it was but a short distance across 
the ridge where the, young ladies lived, they spent many of their 
evenings there. Being very late one evening, as they neared the top 
of the hill their attention was arrested by the firing of guns or 
pistols as they thought, and the rapid approach of men and women 
as large as giants. There was a kind of halo or light about the 
advancing body. One of the youns men was so terribly shocked by the 
strange attack, that he was prostrated vpon the ground; the other 
with great difficulty made his escape. H= came in home next morning 
about day-light and reported what had occurred the night before to 
him and his companion, The circumstances were so remarkable that 
the family covld not believe his statement. His companion not coming 
in caused suspicion to rest upon the young man that he had been guil- 
ty of a foul deed. The citizens arrested him and were about to hang 
him fo? murder, While the excitement was at its zenith the missing 
man came up, having recovered from his injuries the night before. 
His statement fully concurred with the other young man's, and he 
stated in addition that the apparent men and women took him some 
distance where he fell. Before the war the negroes would not cross 
the ridge from this side. Piople that lived on Gimlet would not 
cross the ridge after night alone for a physician, Of late years 
there is not so much dread of that section. 

Tt is a remarkable fact that all the apparitions that have 
been seen in that hollow if by a man it appeared like a woman, and. 
if by a woman it appeared to her like a man, I was in conversation 
the other day with a good old lady upon this subject and I suggested 
this fact. She said it was always that way. ‘hen she was a child 
she heard her mother and grandmother talk of these things and it 
was that way in their day. She said if a man over sees a ghost it 
looks just like a woman, and if a woman sees one it is like a man,

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SULLIVAN'S ROCK and the Legend of Leman's Hollow 
Fayetteville Observer May 15, 1879 


Among the places of interest of curiosity in the history of 
early settlers of Lincoln county ranks the place that heads this 
article. At the head of Gimlet creek, a short qistance above C. 
Carriger's spring, is a smooth, large limestone rock known as 
"Sullivan's Rock" to this day; having taken its name from a Sullivan 
family that settled near there in an early day. Their name was 
attached to this rock from facts that I shall detail in the subse- 
quent part of this article; but, before giving the history of the 
rock, I shall give a short sketch of the Sullivan family, for the 
purpose of getting a better view of tie times of which we write, 
and to preserve the character of the pioneer families of Tennessee. 

The Sullivans went from }orth Carolina to Wilson county, this 
State, and from thence to this and settled at the above 
designated place. The men were a hardy, wiry set and always ready 
for fight; the women, good singers and dancers. It was a family full 
of life and good mimics, noted for the wit and sharpsarcasm, If 
they had been educated some of them would have ranked with the Polks, 
Browns and Joneses - as many of their descendants have shown by be- 
ing educated, 

To illustrate their character and pluck, I give an incident 
that occurred with them and another party. In those days there was 
a log rolling on iulberry, near where Booneville now stands; every 
body was there, so were the Sullivans. Two on this occasion, Neal 
and Press Sullivan, in the evening after the logs were rolled, the 
whiskey drunk, started in the direction of home accompanied by one 
Reuben Logan, a large, raw-boned man, A dispute arose between Logan 
and Neal about some trivial affair which resulted in a fight. 

Logan was too much for Neal; Press stood by, saw the thing fairly 
done; after which he said, "Logan, you can't whip me." Logan avowed 
he could and at they went. Logan whipped him quick, After the 
fight Press Said, "Well, Rube, 'dod drot; you, you whipped me 
quicker nor you did cousin Neal." On this they made friends and re- 
mained so for. life. 

The rock of which we begun was used as a parlor for dancing 
and a threshing-floor for wheat, The entire neighborhood carried 
their wheat there, threshed it with wooden flails or tramped it 
out with horses. The hauling: was done on sledges or trick-wagons, 
mostly; a few of the farmers had ox~-carts. In those days the people 
enjoyed themselves socially as well as now, and at these social 
gatherings they danced, had shooting matches or squirrel stews. 
There were no buildings then in the country of sufficient size to 
accommodate the dancers, so this rock was selected; here they might 
dance, stew their squirrels, or barbecue their beef and drink their 
liquor, At one of these socials, late in the day, the liquor 
having given out, a portion of them decided to protract into the 
night to do that more whiskey was necessary. To secure the article 
a pony-purse was made up and a boy named-'Skinnie' was put on a 
horse with the money anc a two gallon jug, paw-paw bark was tied in 
the handle and around his neck lie a shot-pouch, and started over 
to Ilulverry after whiskey, Nothing out of the line of the ordina- 
ry incidents occurred to him on his way to or while at the place of 
purchase. Skinnie tarried but a very short time after getting his 
goods, as he had very positive instructions not to idle time or 
engage in any boyish tricks or pranks on the trip and to keep sober, 
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all of which Skinnie obediently observed. But that trip will never 
be forgotten by Skinnie while he retains his mental faculties. On 
his return near the old "Leman House" he was approached by an object 
on horseback; he quickened his pace, the object did the same; Skin- 
nie grew faster, so did his pursuer until he had his animal at his 
speed; Skinnie could feel a strange sensation occasionally like some- 
thing pulling at the jug; this rapid flight was kept up for a con- 
siderable distance; finally the pursuer disappeared. Then Skinnie 
checked his rapid flight and discovered his jug was gone, he went on 
to his party carrying nothing but the paw-paw bark and jug handle, 
and reported the affair as it had occurred. The thirsty ones were 
exceedingly aroused; went over the ground where Skinnie had his chase 
but found neither man nor whiskey. Skinnie is now old and has often 
told me this, and he is a truthful man. (signed) N.J.D.

The Samuel Gildren Beard Family

Samuel Gildren Beard was born in Tennessee on November 28, 1827, 
the son of Alexander Beard and his wife, Elizabeth (last name unknown) \1S"1 
He was reared on the Liberty Road in Lincoln County about two miles 
south of the Elk River, near Fayetteville, Tennessee. 


On November 29, 1851, in Lincoln County, he was married to Julia 
Ann McKinney, daughter of James McKinney and Temperance Rowe, The 
ceremony was performed by his brother, Rev. W.W. Beard, and recorded 
in Book A, page 225, Lincoln County Court records, Hight children 
resulted from this union, 


Samuel G. Beard was a farmer, He enlisted in the Confederate 
States Army on December 31, 1861, in Nashville, Tennessee, and was 
mustered into active service as a private the same day under serial 
number 50155551 in Co, H of the 55th Tennessee Infantry (McKoin's, )a- 
He was captured by the Union forces and taken to a prison camp in 
Indiana or Illinois. At the end of the war he was released from 
prison and had to make his way home to Tennessee on foot with no funds 
clothing, or provisions. By the time he arrived, his clothes were in 
rags, full of lice, and his shoes were completely worn out. His wife 
was washing clothes in the yard when he arrived, boiling water in an 
old black wash pot, as was the custom of the time. She asked her 
husband to remove his clothes so she could burn them under the wash 
pot to avoid bringing them into the house. 


Under the terms of Alexarder Beard's will, dated July 22, 1868, 
shown on pages 175-79 of Lincoln County Will Book No. 3, Samuel in- 
herited 40 acres of land on the south side of Elk River, near the 
intersection of Highway 231 and the Liberty Road, about three miles 
south of Fayetteville. This land was not completely free of debt and 
Samuel signed a number of notes to Theophilus Harris, executor of the 
Alexander Beard, Sr., estate, These notes were payable at 312.00 a 
year. The first annual installment was due twelve months after the 
date of the first note November 27, 1868. 


Samuel Gildren Beard died on October 2, 1898, and is buried at 
the Routt-Wells Cemetery, near the land where he lived his entire life. 
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Samuel and Julia Ann's children were as follows: 


1, Benjamin P, Beard was born in Lincoin County, Tenn., in 1853. He 
was a farmer, During the time that his father was away from home in 
the Confederate States Army, it was Benjamin's task to hide the cows 
and other livestock whenever the Yankee forces came through the area. 
The livestock was usually hidden in Blankenship Hollow which was a 
pretty remote place in those days. Benjamin married Alice Jones, 
daughter of 3d Jones, Two children resulted from this union; Maude, 
who married Bob Summerford, and Willa, who married an elderly well- 
to-do farmer, named Duckworth, Maude and Bob lived in the Huntsville, 
Alabama area and had three children: Ben, Jim Belle, and Lee. ‘Jin 
Belle was named for her father's uncle and aunt, James M, Wells and 
Isabella McKinney Wells, daughter of James McKinney and Temperance 
Rowe McKinney. 


Willa (pronounced Willie) was subject to epilepsey. Ater the 
death of her husband, Mr, Duckworth, she lived with her father, Ben- 
jaimin P, Beard, ‘When Willie was having one of her epileptic sei- 
zures, she would chase people around the house or yard for several 
minutes until she came out from under the spell. She would there- 
sume her conversation and activities without knowing or remembering 
that she had just had an attack. She was very strong during the 
attacks and was known to have pulled screen door hook and eye latches 
right out of the door facings. When she died her burial dress was 
made by Mrs. Mamie Flynt Smith, her cousin, who also prepared her 
for burial, assisted by another cousin, Mrs.. Julia Flynt Moore. 


Early in life Benjamin P, Beard acquired a penchant for strong 
language, both cursing and saying exactly how he felt about every- 
thing. He was a short man of medium build with a handle bar mustache 
and goatee and always wore a broad-brim black hat. ke lived on his 
farm located on the Camargo Road about two miles west of Skinem, 
There are many stories about Uncle Ben, He had an ancient horse, 
which he turned out of the barn early every morning to trudge down 
the lane to the pasture. Being blind, the horse had to be guided, 
so Uncle Sen, who was well up in years by this time, would stand on 
his back porch and guide the old blind horse by yelling "haw" and 
"see" (go left or go right) until the horse finally made it to the 
pasture. This disturbed neighbors within a three-mile-radius, who 
wondered for months who was doing all of the crack-of-dawn yelling. 
The mystery was finally solved by the John Carl Moore, Sre, family, 
who lived three miles from Uncle Sen, One day they traced down the 
source of the sound, which led them to Uncle Ben's back doorstep. 


Another story about Uncle Ben - It was his custom on Saturday 
mornings to hitch up his horse to the buggy and go to town in Fay- 
etteville for supplies. In the early 1930!s5 Uncle Ben traded at a 
store operated by John Willie WNeece, located at the south edge of 
Fayetteville near the railroad track close. to the Ewen Noles Slack- 
smith Shop, One Saturday morning Uncle 3en asked Mr. Neece to recom- 
mend some coffee, lir., Neece produced a pound of coffee and said, 
"Mr, Beard, this is damn-good coffee." Uncle Sen purchased it. The 
next time Uncle Ben went into Mr. Neece's store he said in his cus- 
tomary loud voice, "John Villie, do you have any more of that 
'damn-good! coffe?" "Yes, sir, Mr, Beard. How much do you want?" 
replied Mr, Neece. "Not a | damned drop," shouted Uncle Ben. 
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Benjamin °*P, Beard died on April 20, 1934 at the age of 81. He 
lived a hard life with few of the comforts we have today. Sut he was 
honest, paid for what he got in life with hard work, and he minded 
his own business, attributes not too abundant in the world of 1979. 
He ig buried next to his wife in Sandlin Cemetery, Lincoln County, 
Tennessee, 


2, Louiza Joanna Beard was born in Lincoln County, Tennessee, on 
August 19, 1855. she married William Henry Crawford, They resided 
in Lincoln County and the marriage produced. two children, Nina and 
William Rufus Crawford. William Henry Crawford died on May 18,1882 
of inflamatory rheumatism when he was 28 years old. Louiza then 
married a Mr. Marshall, but divorced him in less than a year and re- 
claimed the name of her first husband, Crawford. Sorn to Louiza 

and Mr, Marshall was one daughter, Agnes Marshall, who married Van 
Fields, After Mr, Ilarshall's death, Loviza and her children lived 
with her father, Samuel Gildren 3eard, until 1894, when she and her 
children moved to Texas. Louiza's daughter, Nina, married Danny 
Cravy. Wina died at aze 56 of cancer in 1935. Louiza's son, William 
Rufus Crawford, married Estella Franke, on October 10, 1909. At the 
age of 98 Villiam Rufus Crawford lives with his wife, Estella, 

in Austin, Texas. They will celebrate their 70th wedding anniversary 
on October 10, 1979. William Rufus and Estella's daughter, Georgia 
married Charlie K, Oden and lives in Houston, Texas. Louiza was 
living with her daughter, Agnes, in san Antonio when she died. She 
is buried in San Antonio, 1946. 


3. Cordelia Beard was born in 1858 in Lincoln County, Tennessee. 

In her early thirties she joined her prothers in Salty, Texas. She 
married Joe Jenkins, who was born and reared in Birmingham, Alabama, 
and had come to Salty, Texas, as a youns man. Their children were 
Morgan, Frank, Oscar, Media, and Robert. Er. Jenkins died at the 
age of 63 of cancer in Thorndale, Texas, Cordelia died at the age 
of 80 of a heart attack in Thorndale, where she lived for many 
years, All of their children are deceased except Media Clark, who 
now lives in Cameron, Texas. 


4, Rufus M, Beard was born in Lincoln County, Tennessee, in 1860. 
He moved to Texas while still a young man and. settled in Salty, He 
married Lillie Caffey. This marriage resulted in eight children: 
R.M., Tom, Cordie, Clara, Gladys, Ed, Bernice and Nora. Their son, 
R.M. and his wife, Livy, operate a large cattle ranch near Thorndale, 
Texas, Tom died in April, 1978. While in her nineties, Cordie was 
living by herself and running her own cattle and farming operation, 
performing all the work by herself, 2d was the oldest and had 

two or three children: Vera, who married a Baverslag, and a son 
named Ulrich, Rufus M. Beard died in August 1948 at &3 years of 
age, He is buried in Salty, Texas. 


5, James Beard was born in 1562 in Lincoln County, Tennessee, and. 
journeyed west, settling with his brother, Rufus, at Salty, Texas. 
He married Mattie Jenks and reared a large family: Sam, Sula, Marvin, 
Dan and four others. ‘While the family was young, they moved near 
Iubbock, His brothers and sisters lost touch with him after that. 


6, Mary Ann Beard was born on Vovember 13, 1866, in Lincoln County, 
Tennessee, and remained there her entire life, She was a tin-built 
sickly person with poor eyesight. he never married, In her later 
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years ‘she lived with her wiaeee, Ellen, the wife of Hiram Pendleton 
(Pete) Flynt. Aunt Mary was remembered by the Flynt children for 
not being a ball of fire when it came time to. wash dishes or do 
other family chores. She was content to rock all day in her rocking 
chair, She died on September 11, 1902, at the age of 35 and was 
buried in the family plot at the "Routt -Wells cemetery in Lincoln 
County.

Their fare 
usually consisted of rabbit, squirrel, quail, and turkey from the 
surrounding woods, and vegetables from her garden, which she tended 
with TLC, The male members of the family were excellent hunters 

and fishermen, In spite of primitive living with few advantages, 
she never complained, but made the most of each day, letting the 
morrow take care of itself, Hrs. #llen Beard Flynt died of a stroke 
on February 26, 1945, at the home of her daughter, lirs, Harry N. 
Smith (Mamie) in Nashville, Tennessee. She was buried in Sandlin
